THE OIIIO SENA.TOUS1III*. 


For the time boiiig Ohio must bo 


counted among the Democratio States 
The Governor-elect is a Democrat, and 
the next Legislature will be Democratic, 
which insures the election of a Demo- 
crat to succeed Hon. Gao. H. Feuclle- 
ton, whose term expires oue year from 
the 4th of next March. 
Mr. Pendleton 


would like to be his owu successor, but 
his bold and manly stand on civil ser- 
vice and other reform measures has 
rendered him obnoxious to many of 
the conspicuous party leaders, and es- 
pecially so to the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
the most 
aggressive and influential 


Democratic paper in the State. Against 
all this determined opposition it is not 
probable that Mr. Pendlston can suc- 
ceed, but to roiuler his defeat the mor» 
certain, party leaders, both in and out 
of the State, with the New York Sun at 
the head, have begun to oast about for 
an available candidate, with their eyes 
turned toward Allan G. Thurman. The 
Sun boldly names Mr. Thnrman as tho 
man of a)l men xipon whom the party 
should unite, but it is not likely that 
the, suggestion 
will be heeded, for 


Thurmau, like Pendleton, is too much 
of a patriot and statesman to suit the 
modern Democratic idea of greut tiion 
While Mr. Thurman would undoubt- 
edly accept the Senatorial toga if ten- 
dered him without his seeking, he is 
not, nor will he be a candidate in the 
popular sense of the term. As there 
are several other 
promiueut names 


mentioned iu connection with the Sen- 
atorship, whose notions of public policy 
and statesmanship are more in nccorc 
with modern Democratic ideas thai: 
either of the gentlemen named, at the 
proper time Mr. Thurman will prob 
ably be conveniently overlooked. Bi 
this aa it may, the choice of shelving or 
retaining Mr, Pendleton is now in the 
hands of the Ohio Democracy, and i 
he is to be put aside, there id no man in 
that State upon whom the honor coult 
be Jmore worthily bestowed, or tha1 


would meet with more approval by th< 
.country than that of the ackuowledgec 
'patriot and statesman, Allen G. Thur 
man.

EDWOB JODBNAL: — It was a beauti- 


ful sight at the Autumn, races of the 
National Jockey Club to-day. 
"W« are 


enjoying our Indian Summer and this 
day was tho most perfect of the season. 
The October air was just crisp enough 
to be enjoyabfe; the woods which cirolo 
the grounds were radiant with Autumn 
colors outlined against the sky, and a 
mellow and comfortable sunshine sifted 
down upon everything. There was a 
crowd of about five thosaud on hand in- 
cluding many ladies; a band of music 
entertained the people during the waits 
between* the races, and the moving 
crowd about the quarter stretch and 
betting stands, the jockeys in red, yel- 
low, green and blu» nilk jackets and 
caps, the borsos spirited and exoiUrl, as 
if aware of the fact that it was festive 
day, soattsred over tha track and amb- 
ling up and down with elastic step, or 
spee ding over tho course liko the wind, 
made up a picture 
which wag v«ry 


animated and inspiring. O£ course the 
chief interest centered upon the great 
race of the f»vorit»3, all of them horses 
that have won turf victories at many a 
hotly contested race both on foreign 
and American soil ; those horses which 
are valued at from $25,000 upward. 
Each one a fortune in horse-flesh. 


Oongresnisn are always on hand in 


numbers at races hereabouts. In fact 
last Spring, Congress being iu session 
at the time, there was a quorum at the 
raco track and a beggarly array of empty 
benches iu tho SemUe and House. And 
to-day, while all tha members are not 
in the oity, thera was a crowd of nota- 
bles at tho grand stand sufficient to 
justify the remark that the majority of 
ths representative men were covered by 
its roof. 
Of course the 
most 
dis- 


tinguished was our sport-loving Presi- 
dent himself. I Bay this merely aa an 
undeniable truth not as a criticism, for 
I am only describing a scene, not moral- 
izing, or expressing opinion. He drovu 
out iu au open burouche aud took his 
placa quietly among the throng. All 
sye» were beut upon, him as he ap- 
psurad butno deruousirtUiou waj made. 
He was fashionably dressed, woru a 
carnation iu his button-hale aud lookeO 
tanned, vigorous, aud in good spirits. 
In any crowd aud as a perfect stranger 
he would have been marked as a flue 
specimen of manhood. In the midst of 
a circle of jolly frisncls whom he eutur- 
tained with his 
drolleries, I noticed 


Representative Cox, 
of 
New York, 


known 
familiarly 
as 
Sunset 
Cox. 


Mr. Cox has beon- iu Congress these 
twenty-five years 
and 
it seems to 


have agreed with him. He is a little 
man with sparkling black eyes, full of 
raischiaf, a faca which waara a varying 
smile, not a cultivated smirk as some 
faces do, and an air of shrewdness and 
clash which is his characteristic. He is 
ouo of those candidates for Speaker of 
the next House. Perhaps ths most 
singular aud remarkable looking person 
on the grounds, was Attorney-General 
Brewstsr. I cannot make out what age 
Mr. Brewster bslongs t» according to 
dress, but he is certainly not a modern 
figure.

Judge McCrary rendered an important 
decision upon th« question of tfae right 
of a State to rtgulata inter-Stata com- 
merce. Ths case aroso out of a suit 
against tha Illinois Central to rooover 
damagas for over-charges upon freight 
shipped pvsr ths company's road from 
points in Iowa to points in Wisconsin, 
and originated under the tariff law of 
1874, now repealed. 
Judge McCrary 


held, iu the course of a vary able opin- 
ion, that if tho act in quobtion applied 
to through ihipmants, it related to a 
subject which, iu its nature, was na- 
tional, «nd that if tha power of tha 
State to pass such au act were conceded 
it would necessarily include the power 
to discriminate ngaiuit the commerce 
of older States, and for theso reasons 
such statute would ba in violation of 
the Federal 
Constitution. It is not 


within ths power of one State, upon au 
inter-State lino, to fix ths charges to ba 
paid within its territory, for that would 
in effect give it the power to demand 
more than its reasonable share for the 
entire distance. 
It 
would ba giving 


the statutes of a State extra territorial 
force.
